BERLIN, Dec. 6 (AP).—New and 
heavy battles have started in 
Libya, the German high command 
said today, after a lull in fighting 
attributed to bad weather. 

The high command announce- 
ment was limited to a sentence. 

A military spokesman said 
earlier that a new phase of opera- 
tions was beginning in North 
Africa, but that the development 
was not sufficiently advanced to 
see what form it was taking. He 
said “both sides are active and 
trying to control the initiative.” 

A report from a war 
correspondent printed in Adolf 
Hitler’s newspaper Voelkischer 
Beobachter confirmed for the first 
time that German air units from 
somewhere across ti.c Mediterra- 
nean had taken part in the Libyan 
fighting. 

The writer described a long 
flight across the sea for a raid on 
Mersa Matruh, British raithead on 
the Egyptian desert. 


Sharp fighting between advanced 
British and Italian units in the 
Bir el Gobi area of the Libyan 
front, about 40 miles south of To- 
bruk, was reported by the Italian 
high command. 

Bad weather was said to have 
restricted aerial operations, but 
Italian: fighter planes were cred- 
ited with shooting down 13 Brit- 
ish aircraft and German pilots 
were reported to have downed two 
more.

Transfers to Children Were 
Outright Gifts. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 6 (AP).— 
The Federal Board of Tax Appeals 
announced yesterday its decision 
that James T. Pettus of St. Louis 
had made absolute gifts of Inter- 


national Shoe Co. shares to his 
children, Mrs. Irene Pettus Crowe 
and James T. Pettus Jr., in 1925 
and 1926, and that the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Reventie had 
erred in seeking a deficiency as- 
sessment of $11,984 in income tax 
for 1936. The board also held that 
Mrs. May W. Pettus was not liable 
for a deficiency of $980 and a 
penalty of $245. 

To each child Pettus gave 1500 
shares of the International stock, 
which was increased by stock divi- 
dends to 6000 shares in 1927, and 
appointed their mother, Mrs. May 


W. Pettus, their “natural guar- 
dian.” The dividends were paid to 
Mrs. Pettus. 


In 1933 an International Shoe Co. 
officer told Pettus he should place 
the shares in trust... Two trust 
agreements were madé in 1933 and 
amended in 1936. These steps 
caused the Internal Revenue Com- 
missioner to make the deficiency 
assessments against Pettus and his 
wife. In 1939, Mrs. Crowe brought 
suit in the St. Louis County Circuit 
Court to set aside her trust agree- 
ment, the Court deciding that the 
gift of 1500 shares had been abso- 
lute, and giving judgment against 
Pettus for the stock, together with 
$169,846 to cover dividends and

Which hesitates 
and wavers, and at length decides with 
—* rashness of ignorance and imbecil- 
ty. 

“Which stoops for popularity by court- 
ing the prejudic.s and flattering the ar- 
rogance rather than commanding the re- 
spect of the rabble. Which seeks safety 
in a multitude of counselors, and dis- 
tracts itself by a variety of contradic- 
tory schemes and opinions. : 

“Which mistakes procrastination for 

.‘wariness, hurry for decision, parsimony 
.for economy, bustle for business and va- 
poring for valor. Which is violent in 
council, sanguine in expectation, precipi- 
' tate in action and feeble in execution. 

“Which undertakes enterprises without 
forethought, enters upon them without 
preparation, conducts them without en- 
ergy and ends them in confusion and 
cefeat.” : 

I wonder if there is today any Ameri- 
can historian or commentator who, in 
writing about the present political situ- 
ation in our country, could improve upon 
Irving’s impression of the political condi- 
tions of those colonial days.

tailed study of the whole subject, under expert super- 
vision, and is expected to make its report shortly. 
From all these sources there will be ample material 
for an intelligent all-out attack upon this major 
problem. : 

Geography and history conspired to make St. 
Louis an unusually difficult terrain for modern 
rapid transportation. Look at the map: the city 
is a long, pointed oval, spreading some 17 miles along 
a crescent of the Mississippi River and extending 
six and a half miles westward at its broadest sec- 
tion. The downtown section is concentrated at the 
eastern edge of the oval. 

Strange to relate, there are no direct traffic 
arteries to convey the million city and suburban 
dwellers to and from the downtown area. Whether 
the approach is from the west, the north or the south, 
numerous bottlenecks and roundabout streets delay 
the flow of traffic. The city’s heritage of narrow 
streets has been overcome in the Olive and Market 
street widening projects; elsewhere this handicap, 
created generations ago, persists. 

The clearing of 40 ancient riverfront blocks for 
the Jefferson Memorial offers an inspiration to 
many persons who are considering the problem. The 
original plan for a huge memorial building is-defi- 
nitely dead. Creation of a park is the only present 
possibility. Yet, it is being asked, why a park of 
40 blocks? Could not part of this area be devoted 
to parking space and a street car or bus terminal, 
or perhaps underground facilities? 

Parking space is a rarity in downtown St. Louis 

nowadays... Even the parking lots and enclosed 
garages lack space to cope with the demand. Ten 
or 20 blocks of levee parking space would do for 
downtown St. Louis what the large lakefront park- 
ing area does to relieve congestion in the Chicago 
Loop. 
Suppose a fleet of street cars and busses could 
be dispatched westward from a riverfront terminal 
at the evening rush hour, instead of coming east 
from the barns far out on Delmar, then turning 
around in the downtown area, Suppose there were 
an off-street traffic loop at the levee, so that trolley 
cars and busses no longer circled through the crowd® 
ed downtown streets. Certainly the present conges- 
tion would be greatly relieved by such steps. 

A fundamental of any permanent traffic solution 
is the long-discussed Third street widening. Here 


and southern ends of this elongated city, yet it has 
been allowed to remain the narrow thoroughfare 
that it was in Civil War days. The few blocks 
in the memorial site have now been widened, but 
they only serve to turn the remainder of Third 
street into a bottleneck. 

Widened to boulevard proportions, Third street 
would be a broad link between Natural Bridge to 
the north and Gravois to the south, Traffic from 
the north and south, instead of jamming into. the 
downtown section, would have two swift new chan- 
nels. Extension to Third street of the Express High- 
way (now terminating at Vandeventer in a maelstrom 
of traffic) would be another logical step. 

St. Louis’ street system was not planned in ad- 
vance, like that of Washington, D. C. Its founders 
did not lay out broad thoroughfares, as the Mormons 
did in Salt Lake City. These’are handicaps which 
this generation, using vehicles which the Lacledes 
and Chouteaus never dreamed of, must learn to 
overcome. 

The daily traffic jams, the frantic search for 
parking space, the snail-like pace of our entire 
transit system—all these show how the city has 
failed to solve its problem. Yet, unless we do solve 
it, stagnation and blight and tax revenue losses will 
exact their penalty. It is encouraging to know that 
the community now is centering its collective intel- 
ligence upon this major civic problem. 
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AS TO INVESTIGATING COAL PRICES. 

Three resolutions calling for investigations of the 
price of smokeless coal in St. Louis were’ introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen yesterday. Yet such known 
factors as freight rates and retail coal prices in 
other cities would seem to be prima facie evidence 
that charges are far from unreasonable here. 

The price of Arkansas smokeless—found last year 
by the Smoke Elimination Committee in its effort 
to keep the smoke ordinance from becoming a severe 
burden on those least able to afford it—was virtually 
fixed in public. The Frisco’s reduced freight rate, 
cost at the mines and dealer spreads were all fully 
publicized, Ee 

However, there can be no objection to an inves- 
tigation of price structures if there is any reason 
to believe it may be fruitful, It can even be argued 
that such an investigation would serve to discourage 
such dealers, if any, who may be inclined to widen 


public spotlight. : 

But there is one danger in these resolutions which 
the Aldermen will do well to consider. All of them 
tend to create the impression that measurable re-. 
ductions in current charges are possible, and that 
an investigation will bring about these lower prices. 
It is dangerous to raise false hopes.

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WELCOME TO THE SOVEREIGN STATE OF JEFFERSON! . 

At first glance, we are inclined to join in the 
general merriment greeting the news of the secession 
of those five California and Oregon counties which 
have banded themselves together in the sovereign 
State of Jefferson—the forty-ninth star in Old Glory.

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A JAPANESE-AMERICAN COMMISSION IS PROPOSED. 

The idea originates in Japan, but before it is im- 
pulsively rejected by American officials as therefore 
sinister and unacceptable, it would be well to give 
serious consideration to the proposal for a joint 
peace commission to seek a solution for the two coun- 
tries’ misunderstandings. 

After all, commissions and boards and panels are 
used constantly in this country to settle, or at least 
study, problems of all kinds. As Count Kentaro 
Kaneko, 88-year-old Harvard-educated Privy Coun- 
cilor points out, The United States and Canada used 
the commission method to settle the problem of pow- 
er rights in the St. Lawrence River. Much the same 
plan was employed to settle the recently threatened 
railroad strike. The mine union dispute also will re- 
ceive this treatment. There are commissions to set- 
tle interstate boundary disputes, to protect migratory 
birds, to study proposed laws and discharge a variety 
of other functions. 

Considering the certain losses and the probable 
risks for the United States in a war with Japan, this 
country can well afford to look into the possibility of 
a peaceful solution by means of a commission. In 
any event, neither side can lose anything, not even 
“face,” by continuing the discussions. As long as 
they continue, hope will remain that war can be 
averted. ;

Plant capacity, employment, wages, taxes 
and debts are being lifted to.such heights 
that any return after the war to a pre-de- 
fense economic system would invite, or at 
least make possible, widespread economic 
disaster. Any important fading of the eco- 
nomic current could bring widespread bank- 
ruptcy, wage deflation, unemployment, cred- 
it shrinkage and political embarrassment 
for Washington.

BALTIMORE, Dec. 6 (AP).—. 
Still a bit bleary-eyed, Private Vic- 
tor Golas, who obeyed orders liter- 
ally and directed traffic -for 30 
hotrs, will ride home in style. 

No hard-riding truck for him, 
but a bus or a train to Camp E4- 
wards, Mass. with the United 
States Army footing the bill. 

An Army truck dropped him at 
a railroad crossing here at 1:30: p. 
m. Thursday, with orders to stay 
there directing a convoy “until you 
are picked up.” 

Private Golas, Company H, 104th 
Infantry, Camp Edwards, obeyed— 
and stayed. 

His whole unit rolled by. He 
stayed. More trucks came. Golas 
stayed. It rained. He stayed. 

Golas broke out his “iron rations” 
of meat and vegetable stew, and 
ate while wide-eyed children 
Watched. A “pretty brunette, 
named Charlotte,” talked to him 
in the rain, promised to stop again, 


the next night. : 

The night deepened. More rain. 
Golas built a fire. Yesterday morn- 
ing children brought tid-bits, Go- 
las felt he had been deserted. 

At nightfall, after 30 hours’ duty, 
he. reported to military police—to 
learn the Army thought he had 
deserted. - : 

An Army Captain said Golas 
shouldn’t have been so literal, then 
demanded where he was when M. 
P.’s looked for him at 11 a. m. yes- 
terday. Golas explained he stepped 
inside a railroad control tower to 
get warm. 

“T had a picnic there for awhile, 
I’m telling you,” he said, “and, any- 
way, I always wanted to see Bal- 
timore.”

establish standards of: instruction.

“In any event any plan for the 
future should be worked out co- 
operatively and on a long range 
basis,” he went on, “with  edu- 
cators and laymen, espécially em- 
ployers, participating in the plan- 
ning.” . 

Some improvements, he con- 
ceded, could be made within the 
present educational system. Vo- 
cational education he regarded as 
an attribute of democracy and a 
prime necessity in the modern

“I believe the paper 
merely made something from noth- 
ing,” he surmised—"in an attempt 
to outshine the new Chicago Sun.”

FOR TUBERCULOUS 
NEGROES URGED 


City Official. Says. Number 
of Hospital Beds for 
Them Is Still Below 
Standard Minimum. 


For the first time, St. Louis has 
virtually attained the standard 
minimum of two hospital beds for 
tuberculosis patients to each local 
death from the disease, City Tu- 
berculosis Comptroller James L. 
Mudd announced today. 

Dr. Mudd hastened to add that, 
although this gratifying fact ap- 
plies to the situation as a whole, 
it is lamentably untrue of hospital 
facilities for Negroes, This, he em- 
phasized, is “stil our main tuber- 
culosis problem.” 

In that connection he urged 
“support of the Christmas seal cam- 
paign of the Tuberculosis and 
Health Society, which, he pointed 
out, has aided in establishing 
Negro clinics and health clubs, an 
open air school and a medical in- 
stitute for physicians. 

With the 164-bed enlargement of 
Koch Hospital through 1934 bond 
issue funds, Dr. Mudd explained, 
St. Louis now has 1015. beds for 
the tuberculosis in comparison 
with 513 tuberculosis deaths for 
1940. But the 668 beds at Koch 
include only 274 for Negroes, and, 
with the 66 maintained at Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital, the total for 
the city is 340, as compared with. 
216 Negro deaths from tubercu- 
losis in 1940. 

Higher Negro Death Rate. 

The tuberculosis death rate for 
white St. Louisans in 1940. was 41 
to the 100,000; for St. Louis Ne- 
gtoes, 230 to the 100,000. A St. 
Louis Medical Society committee 
has reported that, in addition to 
any special susceptibility, the 
Negro “labors under a severe e6n- 
vironmental handicap, largely eco- 
nomic, and on that we must con- 
centrate.” 

“While the Negro population in 
St. Louls is only one-seventh of 
the total,” said Dr. Mudd, “every 
year the records show they are 
almost equal to the white record 
in number of tuberculosis deaths.” 
He estimated that there are about 
1500 known cases of tuberculosis 
among S8t.. Louis Negroes, and 
added that about 25 per cent more 
go unreported until death. 

An influx of defense workers 
may complicate that as well as 
other problems, Dr. Mudd noted. 
With a shortage of tuberculosis | 
beds for the “normal” Negro pop-j 
ulation, he said, the increase al- 
ready evident has accentuated the 
difficulties. But, he remarked, a 
pleasant contrast in another phase 
of the tuberculosis problem may 
be attributable to another effect 
of defense production.

ON THE VERGE OF WAR 


OR the first time the country 
is now really on the verge of 
actual, all-out war. The alarms 
have been sounded many times be- 
fore, but only by those who have 
failed to grasp the real situation 
and our relation to it. | 
Thus, as late as a month ago the 
main body of the Republicans and 
some of the Democrats in Con- 
gress were still unable to see that 
if war came, it would not come 
as a result of our naval inter- 


as a result of lend-lease aid to 
to Britain and Russia, but as a 
result of a head-on collision with 
Japan. Even more recently ex- 
President Hoover was making a 
earefully prepared radio broadcast 
in which he never even mentioned 
Japan, imagining that the ques- 
tion of war or peace for America 
depended upon whether we chose 
or did not choose to send an 
army to fight Hitler in Evrope. 
We now see that not one single 
position taken by the isolationist 
leaders has had any relation what- 
ever to keeping us out of war. All 
their calculations have been funda- 
mentally wrong because they have 
never realized that the direct and 
immediate threat to the United 
States was in the Pacific—from 
Hitler’s. Asiatic ally, Japan. They 
have based their whole case on the 
erroneous notion that the danger

T is essential to the unity of 
the American people. that they 
should realize how completely the 
isolationist leaders have misjudged 
America’s relation to the war. 
None of their prophecies has 
come true. They fought the repeal 
of the arms embargo. They fought 
conscription. They objected to the 
transfer of the destroyers... They 
fought lease-lend. They objected 
to the occupation of Iceland. They 
objected to t. > Atlantic patrol. 
They fought the amendment of the 
Neutrality Act. At each step they 
cried out that to support the 
measure meant war.

The 1939 drop 
was greater than “normal expect- 
ancy.” he explained, so that some 
rise was to be anticipated in 1940, 
when, he pointed out, the actual 
figure was a decline of nearly 6.5 
in comparison with 1938.

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Hospital Care 
For People of 
Limited Means

Logan Clendening, M. D. 


AM in receipt of an account of 
the operation the Baker 
Memorial in Boston 
for people of moderate means. 
This report covers the period of 
its existence from 1930 to 1939. 

The idea of a hospital where 
people of moderate means could 
have access to modern skills in 
diagnosis and treatment was sug- 
gested as long ago as 1910 by Dr. 
Frederic A. Washburn, Director of 
Massachusetts General Hospital. In 
1924 Mrs. Mary Richardson con- 
tributed a generous gift for such 
a hospital in memory of her par- 
ents, Richard Baker Jr., and Ellen 
Maria Baker. 

The idea of the hospital hardly 
needs any elaboration beyond the 
mere statement of its purpose. 
“People of moderate means” which 
is a sufficiently understandable 
designation, were receiving less ef- 
ficient care in the case of sick- 
ness than others of the community. 


SELF-RESPECT PREVENTED 
them from applying for free ward 
care and their resources would not 
permit them to apply to a private 
hospital for treatment where rates 
must necessarily be higher since 
the private hospital must be self- 
supporting. The result was that 
their physicians were not able to 
give them the benefit of all the 
modern resources of diagnosis, ex- 
amination and treatment. 

Such was the theory and what- 
ever theoretical objection the medi- 
cal profession may have to it, the 
record of the hospital for 10 years 
has been entirely satisfactory. 

The patient at the Baker Memo- 
rial Hospital pays from $4.50 to 
$6 a day, according to the desir- 
ability of the room.

GGNOGS are good food at 

any season of the year, but 

most people think of them asa 
part of the holiday festivities at 
Christmas and New Year’s. With 
Christmas just around the corner, 
it’s time to begin thinking of 
them right now. We did, and the 
result was today’s recipe for 
Baked Eggnogs. These simple cup 
custards are made festive by the 
puff of unbaked meringue with 
its sprinkling of nutmeg which 
are their topping. Use rum or 
sherry flavoring in the custard 
itself; if there are youngsters par- 
taking, you can divide the custard 
mixture in two parts and add the 
rum flavoring to half and vanilla 
to the rest, so the children may 
have plain vanilla custard. 


Baked Eggnogs. 
Three eggs, one egg yolk, one- 


one-half teaspoon rum flavoring 
or two teaspoons sherry flavoring, 
one egg white, one tablespoon 
sugar, grated nutmeg. 

Beat whole eggs and the egg 
yolk until light; beat in salt and 
sugar, and then milk and flavor- 
ing. Pour into large individual 
custard cups; set in a shallow pan 
of hot water. Bake in a slow oven 
(275 degrees F.) for 45 to 50 min- 
utes, or until a sharp knife in- 
serted in the center of the custard
